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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's response filed 7/30/2010 in reply to the Office 
Action of 4/30/2010. 

2. Claims 1-12 and 22-23 have been canceled without prejudice. 

3. Claims 13-21 and 24 have been amended. 

Allowance 

2. Claim 13 is allowed. 

3. Claims 14 to 21 and 24 are allowed by virtue of their dependence on claim 13. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 13: Prior art fails to disclose a method for producing resist profiled elements with 
an electron beam lithography system which comprises the steps of determining a 
contrast curve after exposing surfaces to a selected resist system of substrate, resist 
and thickness of resist layer with different doses, determining a scattering cone from the 
plurality of lines in the pattern and determining from the contrast curve the electron dose 
distribution of the scattering cone and the resulting resist thickness distribution and 
adjusting the electron beam parameters such that a non-orthogonal resist profile is 
produced and the probe size is the smallest possible structure and then adjusting the 
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probe size so that the primary energy of the electron beam is continuously changeable 
between 1 keV to 20 keV. 

Relevant Prior Art 

5. Prior art by E.-B. Kley and B. Schnabel, ("E-Beam lithography: a suitable technology 
for fabrication of high-accuracy 2D and 3D surface profiles", vol 2640 Proc. SPIE 71 
(1995), pages 71-80; available in the IDS of 10/05/200) discloses an electron beam 
device , the LION LVI electron beam writer and a method for producing an electron 
beam lithography system. Kley and Schnabel however fail to disclose the steps of 
determining a contrast curve after exposing surfaces to a selected resist system of 
substrate, resist and thickness of resist layer with different doses, determining from the 
contrast curve the electron dose distribution of the scattering cone and the resulting 
resist thickness distribution and adjusting the electron beam parameters such that a 
non-orthogonal resist profile is produced and the probe size is the smallest possible 
structure and then adjusting the probe size so that the primary energy of the electron 
beam is continuously changeable between 1 keV to 20 keV. 

Conclusion

disclosure: Kley (US 5,620814) and Kley (US 5,566,023).
